or its inhabitants. All has gone on in the old 
way—though, of course, not everywhere—as if 
these disturbing elements had never existed. 
The tide of innovation, both moral and ma- 
terial, is slowly creeping up, and in ts of 
England, no doubt, it has already abliterated 
many of the old land- marks. But there remain 
large districts which still stand high and dry 
above the water, preserving all their ancient 
social characteristics as they were a hundred 
years o, and forming a prominent item

GENERAL ANSON STAGER. 


Death of the Well-Koown Telegraph Man- 
ager— His Career. 

Cu1caco, March 28. — General Anson Stager, who 
for some time has been suffering from a number of 
complaints, including Bright's disease, died at 3 
o’elock ths moroing. He was boro in Ontario 
County, New York, April 20, 1825. He began life as 
aprinter. In 1846 he began work asa telegraph 
operator iu Philadephia. Two years afterward be 
was made chief operator of the National lines ju 
Cincinnati, and in 1852 he was appointed superin- 
tendent of the lines of the Mississippi Printing Tele- 
graph Company. He took a prominent partin or- 
ganizing various lines and was interested in the 
lines leased by the consolidation with the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and upon the organiza 
tion of that company he was made its general 
superintendent, In 1861 be was appointed by the 
Secretary of War, Chief of the United States Mu- 
itary Telegraph. He organized the Military Tele- 
graph and was commissioned colonel and aid-de- 
camp, and assigned to duty inthe War Depart- 
ment, and was breveted a Brigadier-General at the 
close of the rebellion. At the close of the war he 
resumed his position as general superintendent of 
the Western Union, which post he retained until 
the consolidation of the Western Union and Amer- 
ican Union companies.

CHIEF OF POLICE HaRRIGAN 

was asked to-day what effect the law would have 
in this city, and said: “As soon as the bil becomes 
a law the Police Department will serve notice on 
all persons violating its wen | and their re- 
moval will be secured without any delay.” 

“What buildings do 2 the law will con- 
8 as ‘public’ buildings?" 

“Weil, this. like all other laws, leave discretion- 
ary power with those whose 1 it isto enforce it. 
I have no doubt every engine house is a public 
building m the strict meaning of the law, but I do 
not suppose that the author of this particular 
enactment had it in mind to include them in his 
bill. I nave not had any communication with 
Speaker Wood about this bill, though I noticed 
it when it was introduced 
in the General Assembly. Of course in 
this city it will apply to City Hall. Court House, 
Post Office, etc., together with all school buildings. 
I suppose Senator Wood had this on his mind 
when he wrote the bill, as such a place in the 
neighborhood of a school micht do incalculabie 
barm. At sent the public bouses are located in 
the Cent and Third Polce Districts. No 
yublic bawdy house is reported from the 
irst, Second, Fourth or Fifth Police Districts. 
I do not know yet whetber the 
bill applies to churches or not, as I have seen only 
brief newspaper notices of its principal features. 
However, it does not make much difference whetuer 
this is included in the bill or not. The prohibitory 
laws as they now stand and pertain to this large 
class place it entirely under the command of the 
officers. When these women leave the } ties 
which are given up to them by common con- 
sent and = invade respectable neigabor- 
hoods it is very easy to remedy it. 
I find that it was only mecessary in cases of the 
kind already refe to the department to send 
for the intruders, tell them that the neighbors com- 
plained of their presence and request their re- 
moval.

I think the law isa 
very good one. Tne law we are enforcing against 
them now with most vigor is the ordinauce 
compelling them to keep off the streets and out of 
the windows and doorways, from which the lower
